INFERNAL MACHINES FOUND, 


 f@ our engineers clean up the ter- 
ritory from which Germans retreat- 
ed they continue to find hundreds of 
infernal machines of all so The 
favorite brand is to arrange nehes 
of trees looking like camouflage in 
a door dugout so that when brushed 
aside it sete off mines. Bembs of 
great strength have been found in 
foul rubbish piles, which would near- 
ly be burmed. Boards were ar- 
ranged on areaways so that the step 
of a man would detonate the 
charge. In a number of instances a 
large number of big shells had been 
placed in pockets under the roads 
arranged so that the weight of a 
passing cannon would explode them. 

The most novel infernal device 
was to arrange barbed wire entangle- 
ments so that attacking troops would 
explode mines. Not only did the

In the last thirty-siz hours 


rmans leave their infernal ma- 
chines behind, but poisoned foed and 
water also marked the departing 
trail of the halting Hun. 

These methods of Hun warfare 
were fortunately early discovered, 
thanks largely to previous experi- 
ence of French fighters, and such ef- 
fective methods have been taken 
against them that little losses have 
been caused to Americans. 

The following is a warning bul- 
letin issued to all our soldiers on this 
front: “Ruses, traps and infernal 
devices are employed by the enemy | 


during his retreat.” 
DEVICES USED. 
Characteristic devices used by the 


enemy during his retreat between 
the Artois and the Alsne included: 

(1.) Strings were attached with- 
in dugouts to branches apparently 
used to camouflage the entrance and 
were attached to mines. Detonators 
were placed in chareoal or rubbish 
heaps. Fuses were connected with 
explosive charges fastened in stoves 
or fireplaces. Protruding nails, when 
stepped on, exploded mines. Shovels, 
picks, etc, apparently stuck at ran- 
dom into earth heaps, when removed 
set off mines. A loose board, step 
or stairway when stepped upon set 
off an explosion. 

(2.) Along the roads, a slight de- 
pression caused by passing vehicles 
would explode a detonator in a mine 
gallery under the road where 150 or 
200 shélis were located. 

(3.) In barbed-wire entangle- 
ments wires were concealed in grass 
te explode mines. 

(4.) Intact houses, remaining 
among others which have been de- 
stroyed, should be approached or en- 
tered with the utmost cireumspec- 
tion. 

(5.) Im stables, mines were often 
found under bricks.or tiles covered 
with hay and manute. Hay, fodder, 
etc., should be removed with utmost 
caution. 

(6.) Abandoned food should be 
carefully inepected and investigated 
for poison. 

It is such instances of this kind of 
warfare that is teaching the Amer!- 


halt. They sheet and then ascertain 
the facts later. A careful, minute ex- 
amination of passes proved them 
properly signed, eountersigned, 
stamped, etc. 

As we drew near that red 
it began to fade. It was dispersing 
before a beautiful dawn. On all that 
sixty-mile front nowhere had the 
Germans poured their artillery fire 
with greater venom than on that 
portion’ of the line held by Ameri- 
cans and French between Chateau 
Thiery amd Dermans. It was the 
apotheosis of hate-—-hate for these 
strange, newly fledged soldiers ffom 
overseas who had had the audacity to 
quatane the German veterans in their

No troops could stand under this 
bombardment, or sustain the velocity 
gf the initial German rush. But 
what a price Germany paid fer pass- 
ing the Marne! She threw nine 
pontoon bridges across at points 
earefully selected and advanced un- 
cer cover of the bombardment and a 
screen released by smoke engines. It 
is estimated that several thousand 
reached the other bank. 

Six of these bridges loaded with 
their human freight were blown t» 
bits by low-flying aviators, filling the 
water with human debris. ©. What 
will be the fate of the Germans who 
crossed cannot be stated at this 
writing. However, the fate of many 
of them is known. It would have 
been much safer for them on the 
other bank. When the bridges 
were blown up they found them- 
selves in difficulties. In one or two 
spots it was worse than a rabbit 
drive. 


In another place the Americans 
took toll ef one whole regiment. This 
regiment debouched after the enemy 
had deluged our position with 
gas, shrapnel and high explosives 
for hours. When it ceased our own 
artillery laid down a barrage be- 
hind the advancing regiment, while 
machine gunners and riflemen sent 
a withering, point blank fire into the 
Germans. It is not believed that 
one man in this regiment survived. 

Further up along toward Rheims 
the Germans had sent big numbers 
of tanks waddling into the hattle. 
French artillerymen stopped them as

Grove of elephants. These meta! 
mastodons, med and. vitally 
wounded, lay scattered over a bic 


area weltering in the mire of the 
battlefield. Blood dripped from the 
wounds of some of these iron mon- 
sters, giving an added touch of 
reality to the gruesome illusion. Yes, 
these German tanks were bleeding 
German blood, the blood of their 
crews. 

This day and the next day new 
and glorious chapters were added 
to the annals of American arms. Our 
soldiers and the French fight splen- 
didiy together, invincibly. The 
French, with their experience and 
elan are en inspiration to our’ men, 
who, by their youth, strength, dash 
and courage invigorate the French. 
The fact that on the second day our 
men were counter-attacking and 
driving back the enemy is more 
eloquent than any comment. They 
have exceeded all expectations.

Congress Expected ‘to Pass 
Law this Session. 
Training of All Youths to be 
Part of Programme. 


Action to be Effective After 
Present War Ends. 


BY ROBERT D. ARMSTRONG. 


[EXCLUSIVE DisPaTcH.| 

WASHINGTON. Aug. 11.-—Uni- 
versal militury training ts coming. 

Unless the infofmation available 
today ts misleading/ it is practivally 
here. The chances are that Con- 
gress, if left free to follow its own 
judgment, will provide for this 
in the forthcoming amend- 
a to the - selective draft act, 
but the prospect now is that such 
legislation will have the active sup- 
port of the administration when 
Congress gets back to work the lat- 
ter part of this month. 

It can be said on the best of au- 
thority that the administration's 
plan for the expansion of the army 
in the tentative form in which it 
now exists provides for universal 
military training for all young mena 
who have reached the age of 15. 

This plan has not yet received the 
formal approval of the President, 
but Secretary of War Baker, who, 
with the assistance of the General! 
Staff corps, prepared the plan evil- 
dently feels that the President is in 
sympathy with the proposal, other- 
wise he would not think of submit- 
ting the plan to Congress. 

PRESENT PLAN. 

It is the present intention of the 
War Department to ask for univer- 
sal military training for the cura- 
tion of the war only. This may not 
be entirely satisfactory to those 
persons who are urging the adop- 
tion of this training as a permanent 
policy of the government, but it ts 
understood that the national asso- 
ciation for universal military train- 
ing, which has eonducted an ener- 
getic campaign for the last year 
and a half. is Inclined to accept the 
plan as proposed. Representatives 
of this association say that thev are 
convinced that if universal train- 
ing is established for the duration 
of the war It will at the end «f the 
war be continued as a permanent 
policy. 

The War Department's army ex- 
pansion programme now provides 
that on and after a certain date, un- 
derstood to be January 1, 1919, all 
young men who have reached the 
age of 18 and who are under 21 
shall be inducted into the military 
service of the country through the 
Selective Draft Act, but shall not he 
called for active service unless the 
President shall 4eem it necessary 
to call them. In lieu of active serv- 
ice these young men will recetve 
military training. If they are in 
school provision will be made forthe 
government to provide this trafn- 
ing In connection with the school 
work during the school season.

HUN PEACE OFFENSIVE 
FEELERS LAUNCHED. 


AMERICAN REPLY IS GREATER 
EFFORT ON BATTLE 
FRONT, 


‘PY A. P NIGHT WIRE} 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—Hints 
of a German “peace offensive” reach- 
ing the State Department from va- 
rious sources, and evidences of in- 
direct and cautious feelers already 
put out, led today to an authorita- 
tive statement that Gen. March set 
forth the attitude of the American 
government today when he said in 
a conference with newspaper men 
that now was the time for the 
greatest effort at the battle front. 

It is known to the officials that 
more Teutonic peace talk would 
have been forthcoming if the big 
March drive of the Germans had suc- 
ceeded.to a point where they could 
claim at least a partial victory. Now 
that they are reeling under a stun- 
ning defeat on that same western 
front, officials say the “‘peace drive” 
may be expected because something

ARMY BALLOON 
SCHOOL GROWS. 


Additional Equipment for Gas 
Bags is Received. . 


of Training 
Capacity is Planned, 

Absence of Accidents: Com- 
mended by Authorities 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. } 
ARMY BALLOON SCHOOL, 


ARCADIA, Aug. 11.—Equipment for 
several more balloons has been re- 
ceived at the army balloon school 
and several more of thé big 
sausages will be put in the air as 
SOON @s ground arrangements can be 
made. The work at Arcadia is 
proving exceptionally good, even 
better than the sanguin expectations 
of army officers who first chose the 
location. There are eight balloons 
meking the daily ascent now and 
more will be added from time to 
time as fast as the arrangements 
can be made. The quarters now 
are somewhat cramped, but it is ex- 
pected more ground will be obtained 
to permit extensions of the school. 

When the school first was located 
at Arcadia, the old Baldwin race 
track was considered ample for the 
purpose. Then the general condi- 
tions were found to be so good en- 
largements were considered almost 
from the first opening of the work. 
The air currents and atmospheric 
conditiong generally were found to 
be better adapted to the aerial 
trrining and instruction than at any 
other site possessed by the War De- 
partment. The absolute absence ofe 
accidents here is winning favoga bi 
ccmment from those in charge of 
the work. Maj.-Gen. Kinley, dl- 
rector of aeronautics for the army, 
Gecilared the Arcadia school was 
nearly an ideal location in every way 
and it is understood his recom- 
mendations were for extension of 
the work in every way. 


AT TEXAS SCHOOL. 


At the Texas balloon schools the 
big sausages have to contend with 
strong air currents and with sud- 
den sharp gusts, which are harder 
to contend with than even the 
highest winds. Tt i¢f a common 
thing for the big “sausages” to break 
from their moorings in Texas and in 
Kansas. Some of the runaways have 
traveled more than a hundred miles 
before being brought back under 
control. All such accidents, while 
being good training for the 
aeronauts, detract from the steady 
progress of instruction. At Arcadia 
there has been only one accident and 
that did not amount to much. The 
stee] cable holding one of the bal- 
loons broke a couple of thousand 


feet from the baloon, allowing it to 
jump upward rapidly. However. 
the steady air currents gave the 


aeronauts every opportunity to con- 
trol their balloon and the release of 
a small quality of gas brought the 
big bag down within less than three 
miles of its starting point. 
of the two men in the balloon was 
injured in any way and neither was 
any the worse for his experience. 
The balloon was uninjured aud 
easily towed beck to its mooring 
place without even being lowered to 
the ground. 

With an average of forty ascen- 
sions daily, the school authorities 
are beginning to boast of the fine 
record established. There are seven 
of the big gas bags in use now. Each 
is sent up with an tInetructor and «a 
cadet for each tour of duty. The 
belloon remains in the alr for two 
hours at a time, then returning for 
a new crew. Instruction continues 
as long as there is light for the 
work, which, at this season of the 
year, means around twelve or four- 
teen hours daily. 

DAY AT SCHOOL, 

The day at the army school begine 
at 6 a.m. when first call is sounded 
o give the men time to bathe and 
dress in preparation for reveilie 
which is sounded at 56.15 a.m. at 
which the morning roll call is an- 


swered. Meas call for breakfast 
sounds at 5:46 a.m. and drills be- 
gin at 6:30 o'clock. Fatigue call 


is sounded at 11:30 o'clock, which 
means the recail from drills and 
other duties preparatory for lunch- 
eon, which ig at noon. Fatigue call 
sounds again at 1 p.m. when duties 
of the afternoon are begun. 

Guard mount is held dally at 1 
p.m, and, at present, the guard 
mount is the most impressive cere- 
mony at the school. The group of 
spectators which daily watches the 
guard mount is growing even if the 
necessity for looking through the 
fence detracts somewhat from the 
enjoyment. Fatigue call, or recall 
from duties, sounds again at 6:30 
p.m, and supper is at 6 o'clock. The 
ceremony attending retreat at the 
close of the day begins at 6:30 and 
closes at 7 p.m. at which time the 
post flag is hauled down and the 
business day for the school ends. The 
post flag is lowered just at sunset 
each day so the hour of retreat 
varies a few minutes or seconds each 
day depending upon the time the 
sun sets. 

Call to quarters sounds at 10:45 
o'clock, at which time all lights in 
the men’s barracks ere put out and 
the men are supposed to be in bed. 
Taps ts sounded at 11 o'clock at 
nicht. after which nothing ts heard 
but snores of those who do and 
muttered curser of those who do 
not and who object to those who do.

ACATIONAD TRAINING. 

One good thing about a vacation is 
that it has the effect of curing many peo 
ple—for a year at least-—of the false idea 
that happiness is to be found in laziness, 
overeating and underexercising, or even in 
some imagined blessed change of occupa- 
tion. In fact, not one person in a thousand 
ever does the things he has planned to do 
om bis vacation. So rooted are most of us 
im some particular line of industry that we 
haven't the initiative to leave the beaten 
path when we get a two-weeks’ lay-off. The 
newspaper man goes to the mountains to 
Osh and hunt and hike. As a rule, what 
does he actually do? He sits at the foot 
of a big tree near the Half-way House and 
writes a short story. The tired librarian,

rocks, usually sits back in a cushioned chair 
and reads the latest novel on the war. The

Vacational training is a great 
inetitution, but its advantages are so close- 
ly connected with vocational training that 
the difference exists more in the imagi 

tion than in reality. | 
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ICTORIOUS HAIG. 

All reports from the great battle now 
waging on the western front are favorable. 
Gen. Haig’s offensive on the old Somme 
battlefield has been even more successful 
than that of Gen. Petain on the Marne; 
_the number of prisoners captured is great- 
er; the loss in man power to the Allies has 
been less; and two gaps have been torn in 
the enemy's line that he has not yet been 
able to close. Yesterday the forces of 
Gen. Haig captured the fortified town of 
Chaulnes, an important railway center in 
the heart of thé Somme battlefield, and 
British and French troops are now invest- 
ing Noyon, the key to Prince Rupprecht's 
line. Gen. Von Hutier’s army has been 
completely knocked out by the combined 
forces of Gen. Byng and Gen. Rawlinson. 
Allied aviators report that the roads back 
of the German line are blocked by stranded 
motor vehicles and fleeing troops. 


Prince Rupprecht commands some of the 
best troops in the German armies; they are 
formidable adversaries on any battlefield, 
and, like the veterans that Gen. Pickett 
sacrificed at Gettysburg, once destroyed, 
they can never be replaced. During the 
last four days these crack shock troops and 
machine-gun divisions have been thrown 
against the victorious French and British 
troops in rear-guard actions to cover the 
retreat. They have sold their lives dearly; 
but most of them have fought their last 
fight, and without them the army of the 
Bavarian Crown Prince, to use an apt ring- 
side phrase, has lost its punch. The splen- 
did morale that carried it from St. Quentin 
to Montdidier last spring has evaporated. 
Its present resistance resembles that of the 
demoralized French divisions after the 
battle of Waterloo. 

Coming like a bolt from the blue, this 
Allied stroke in Picardy is a flash of the 
strategic genius of Gen. Foch. Never was 
an overconfident enemy taken more com- 
pletely unawares, than have the Germans 
been in this onslaught. The British army 
was believed to have been mauled so heavi- 
ly in the big spring offensive that it would 
not be in position to resume the offensive 
during the present year. The armies un- 
der the Crown Prince of Bavaria had been 
depleted to aid the hard pressed German 
Crown Prince on the Aisne. Gen. Von 
Hutier’s army occupied a position almost 
analogous to that of the British Fifth Army, 
under ili-starred Gen. Gough, before 
Cambrai in March; and the advance of the 
armies of Gen. Byng and Rawlinson was s0 
swift that a number of German units were 
caught in the fields harvesting crops. 

Again the tacticlans of the German Gen- 
eral Staff were found to be materially cor- 
rect but morally and psychologically wrong. 
They figured that the losses of the British 
armies had been so great that their morale 
was broken. The Teutonic intellect was 
not able to measure the strength of the 
Anglo-Saxon will to wipe out with blood a 
stain upon Anglo-Saxon arms. They fig- 
ured that the British spirit was cowed by 
the great German spring offensive and they 
did not know, and could not, that in a 
million British hearts there burned a de- 
termination to expunge the stain of Cambrai 
or to die in the attempt. Gen. Foch knew 
better, had a better appreciation of the 
British fighting spirit; he knew that re- 
venge is more dear to the heart of a fight- 
ing Briton than life itself. He was criti- 
cised both at home and in other Allied coun- 
tries for conferring the high command of 
‘both British and French troops in Picardy 
and Flanders upon Gen. Haig. But the 
great French strategist knew that a single 
offensive didn't make a summer. He was 
too generous to humiliate a great com- 
mander for a single defeat. And how 
grateful to him is every Allied heart today 
that Haig and his generals were given an 
opportunity to win back in August what they 
lost in April and May! 

Fate has been kind to all the Allied peo- 
ples; there is glory enough to go around. 
The second battle of the “Marne was 4 
triumph for French and American arms; 
credit for winning the third battle of the 
Somme goes to Great Britain and her colon- 
jes. It is especially gratifying to note that 
the British cavalry has performed heroic 
service in harassing the retreating Huns 
and breaking up attempted counter-offen- 
sives; for riding at the head of a forward 
division of that cavalry is dashing, reckless 
Gen. Gough, an officer whose single fault is 
that his courage at time outrides his dis- 
cretion. He was removed from his in- 
fantry cOMmand after the collapse of the 
Fifth Army in March; but he was sent back 
to the cavalry where he had starred in the 
battle of Ypres and the first battle of the 
Somme. Dispatches indicate that he has 
retrieved his lost laurels. 

American troops have also taken a part 
in the lightning offensive that seems to 
have crushed the armies of the Bavarian 
Crown Prince. The units have not yet 
been identified; but Gen. March announced 
that not less than three American divisions 
were engaged. The Junkers are beginning 
to pay the price for arousing what has been 
styled the “whole-hearted enmity of the 
American people.” From every battle that 
has been fought since the opening of the 
summer, German troops have retired bear- 
ing the marks of their encounter with what 
they call the devil dogs from beyond the 
seas. The Junkers themselves are now 
cursing their shortsighted policy of ruthless 
destruction in submarine warfare. For 
every American life taken by a Hun sub- 
marine a thousand Americans are now fight- 
ing on the western front. The blood price 
which Germany has been forced to pay is 
sufficient to make even a Junker stop to 
ponder.

“It has been given especially to one nation 
to lead the world in demonstrating to man- 
kind that in the unconstrained and artless 
relations of youth jie higher safeguards 
than the polite conventions of society can 
afford. The people of America have proved 
that the blending of the sweet currents of 
different family lives in social intercourse, 
in recreation and—most original of all—in 
education, can tAike place freely and jfoy- 
ously without any sacrifice of man’s rever- 
ence for woman or woman's revetence for 
herself; and, springing out of these nat- 
urally mingled lives, there must more and 
more come those sacred and happy homes 
which are the surest guarantees for the 
moral progress of a nation. So long as the 
first concern of a country ts for its homes 
it matters little what it seeks second or 
third.” But, “so long as the first concern 
of a country is for its homes” the second 
concern of that country will be to preserve 
the honor, sanctity and Integrity of those 
homes.at any sacrifice, and the third con- 
cern will be to establish at least the poss!- 
bility of similar institutions throughout the 
world. For the family, instead of being a 
selfish institution, as is often claimed by 
Socialists and anarchists, has proved the 
most purely unselfish organization ever de- 
veloped.

“UPSTAIRS AND DOWN.” 


ANOTHER SMART SET COMEDY 
THAT CRACKS THE ICE, 


By Henry Christeen Warnack. 

It is too bad that the Hattons get 
along so well together. Their mari- 
tal serenity gives them so much 
time to write about © as it 
is not in other people's homes. The 
home of the Hattons is a workshop 
in which they have brain children 
called plays. Their issue could 
never be called brainstorms, because 
that would imply vitality. “Up- 
Stairs and Down” is a favorite with 
them and with Mr. Morosco. For 
a@ long time it was a favorite also 
with New York and Chicago. It 
is showing this week at the Morosco, 
and people who like plays of that 
Sort have a chance to see one of tne 
worst of them at its best. 

“Upstairs and Down” was written 
before the war, or it never could 
have been written at all. Under 
the rule of “work or fight” all of 
the rich young idlers who have 
nothing to do but make love to 
other men’s wives—that is, nothing 
outside of neglecting their own— 
would be drafted to swab useful 
decks and for kitchen police duty. 

When it comes to visualizing the 
decadence of the ultra smart set for 
the benefit of mental voluptuaries, 
the Hattons approximate the acme 
of commercialism and Plan artisan- 
ship. You could learn more that 
you ought not to know at one Hat- 
ton performance than life could 
ever teach you before you were too 
old to do anything about !t. 

When the baby vampire in “Up- 
stairs and Down” ‘tells her sister 
that the hero has to marry her or 
she will be disgraced, you are con- 
vinced that her Iie would be the 
truth if there was a drop of red 
blood in herself or the hero, after 
the carrying-on between them 
throughout the passionate counter- 
feit of the first act. You have 
seen the hero throw himself down 
on the divan, call the baby vampire 
to his arms and cuddle her in a full 
length embrace between kisses of a 
highly unsanitary character. If 
you have gone to the theater for a 
sensation you have then had your 
money's worth. 

Three minutes later the hero is 
sitting upon the same divan with 
each arm about another man’s 
wife while he kisses the ladies in 
turn. Certainly, turn about ie fair 
play, but why the anti-climax after 
the full-length embrace of the baby 
vamp? 

“Upstairs and Down” ts a comedy, 
and therefore the vermiliion hue of 
this act is merely stage caricature 
of what exceedingly rich, idle and 
emart society people are supposed to 
do in order to escape the tedium of 
married life or the horrors of their 
positions as single persons. It is 
not done in earnest, and ‘by continual 
reference to the programme's de- 
scription of the play as a “comedy” 
it is possible to keep down the tem- 
perature of the audience if not the 
temper of the performance. 

Miss Juliette Day gives a remark- 
able characteriaztion of one type of 
young woman infesting modern so- 
ctety. 

Elizabeth Chesterton is insincere, 
animated, brainless — except for a 
precocious sex consciousness, 
makes of her sex the business of her 
life. At forty she will paint to look 
thirty, and at forty-five she will be 
a colorful ruin whose time is spent 
in throwing volatile young persons 
together indiscriminately at house 
parties of her own. 

Thus the Hattons have made her, 
and thus Miss Day interprets 
with flawless fascination. 

Poor and unchaperoned, such girls 
land in the juvenile court and the 
detention home before they are 
seventden. Wealthy and protected, 
their selfishness makes a sacrifice of 
everybody around them until some 
deluded male, who is 95 per cent. 
appetite and 5 per cent. will, be- 
comes a foil for her tn the position 
of husband. This ts the one clear 
character drawing of the play, and 
Miss Day takes the most satisfying 
advantage of its opportunities. 

In the role of Tom Cary, the oz, 
Richard Dix has occasion to show us 
yet another angle to his ever-sur- 
prising versatility. His performapce 
fs droll and carefully avoids exag- 
geration. 

Joseph Eggenton’s butler has the 
mellowpess and flavor of a spice 
apple, ff you know the variety, and 
supplies. most of the gevine humor 
of the piece, although the amours 
of the clever Herbert Parjeon, as 
Louis Letour, are provotative of real 
mirth. 

Others tn the ¢ast Elwyn 
Harvey, Dora Mae Howe, David But- 
ler, Robert Lawler, Emily Pinter, 
Marion Vantine, William Raymond, 
Catherine Chariton and George 
Preston. 

Mr. Ellis takes the role of the 


jyoung Trish hero, a part he played 


for more than a year in the East 
and one which he offers with grace- 
ful Trish aecent, but tn which he 
tends too much toward declamation. 

Miss Chariton’s French maid is 
lacking In verve, and Miss Harvey's 
Lady Betty has no luster. |
